United States, and persons 
of foreign birth, who have declared their 
intention to become citizens, between the 
ages of twenty-one and forty-five years, and 
these able liodied citizens and foreigners, 
with c»rtain exceptions afterward enumer- 
ated, are declared " the national forces," and 
made liable to perform military duty when 
called out by the President. The Act di- 
vides the country into military districts, 
corresponding with the congressional dis- 
tricts, provides for provost marshals and 
enrolling boaids, and regulates the details 
of such drafts as' the President shall order 
lo be made from the national forces so en- 
rolled. The payment of §300 excuses any 
drafted person, so that it is, in ellect, a law 
providing for a compulsory draft or con- 
scription of such persons as are unwilling 
or unable to purchase exemption at the 
stipulated price. It is the first instance, in 
our history of legislation, forcing a great 
public burthen on the poor. Our State 
legislation which exempts men who are not 
worth more than $300, from paying their 
own debts, ia in striking contrast with this 
conscription law, which devolvesupxm such 
men the burthen which belongs to the 
whole " national forces," and to which "all 
persons ought willingly to contribute." — 
This, however, is an objection to the spirit 
of the enactment rather than to its consti- 
tutionality. 


The description of persons to be enroll- 


ed, able bodied citizens between twenty 
and forty-five years ol age, is substantially 
the description of the militia as defined in 
our Pennsylvania statutes and probably in 
the statutes of all'the States. The nation- 
al forces, then, mean the militia of the 
States — certainly inc'ude the militia of 
Pennsylvania.

This question h«.« to bo answered by the 


Constitution of tlie United States, because 
that instrument, framed by deputies of the 
people of the States and ratified and pul 
into effect by the States themselves in theii 
respective corporate capncities, delegates to 
Congress all the powers that bodv can ex 
ercise. These delegations are either ex- 
press or such implications as nre essential 
to the execution of expressly delegated 
powers. 


There are but three provisions in the 


Constitution of the United States that can 
be appealed to in support of this lesislation. 
In our ordinary editions they stand num- 
bered as clauses 13, Iii and 17 of the VIII 
se'ction of Act t»of the Constitution.

Congress shall have power to raise 


and support armies, but no appropriations 
of money to that use shall be for a longer 
term than two years. 


"10. 
Congress shall have power to pro- 


vide for the calling forth the militia to ex- 
ecute the laws of the Union, to suppress 
insurrections nnd repel invasions. 
" 17. Congress shall have power to pro- 


vide for organizing, arming nnd disciplining 
the militia, and for governing such part of 
them as may be employed'in the service of 
the United States, reserving to the States 
respectively, the appointment of the offi- 
cers, and the authority of training the mi- 
litia according to tho discipline prescribed 
t>y Congress. 


To raise armies "—these are larj» words, 


what do they-mean ? There couki be no 
limito^sn upon the number or size of the 
armies to ba raised, for all possible oontin- 
jencies could not be foreseen, but our ques- 
tion has not reference to numbers or size 
but to the mode of raising armies. 
The 


framers of the Constitution, and the States 
who adopted it, derived their ideas of gov- 
ernment principa-lly from the example of 
Great Britain—certainly not from nny of 
the more imperial ami despotic govern- 
ments of the earth. 
What they meant to 


make wns a more free Constitution than 
that oi Great Britain—taking that, as a 
model of seme things—but enlarging the 
basis of popular rights in all respects" that 
would be consistent with order and stabili- 
ty. They knew that the British army had 
generally been recruited by voluntary en- 
listments, stimulated by wages and boun- 
ties, and that-the few instances of impress- 
ment and forced leonacriptions of land 
forces, had met w (th the disfavor of the 
English nation and Imd led to preventive 
statues. In 1704 and again in 1707 con- 
scription bills were attempted in Parlia- 
ment but laid aside as unconstitutional.—
